I speak for myself.-~I do not pretend .it 
to be the Unofficial view. though I have 
good reason to believe it is—This small 
island, Siz, is part of the British Empire. ) 
We do not pretend.to pay for protection. 
| We have a right to’ask for it, The Colony 
contributes in no small part, in different 
ways to the’ Home Government; its con- 
‘tribution is a great dea! larger than its 
‘arca indivates, and its value to the British 
Empire’ is :iufnitely .greater than it is 
often given credit for.. We have a right, 
not only to. ask, biit to, demand protec- 
tion. We are perfectly willing to coti- 
tribute our quota for upkeep, -but to ask 
us,,to support the whole defence, not 
only of-this Colony, bat of the. greater 
‘urca which lies beyond us in China, is.a 
burden which the British Government has. 
no right to force upon us,'and which we 
are not going to accept. For that reason 
T hate again raised the question. I do 
feel that if the question was put us I 
have suggested. to the British cdmmuni- 
ties aud their Municipal Councils through- 
out-China, they would feel that it was 
reasonable. that they should he asked to 
pay for the prétection' by the forces’ on 
whom. they, have the right to call. “This 
‘is the natural garrison point from which 
fgrees are.drawn 'té Peking and Ticntsin, 
and:f do feel; Sir, that the whole burden 
of protection-of the island and what lies 
beyond it, involving the whole of British- 
interests in China, should not, lie entirely 
upon Hongkong. -* 28 : 

4 THE ALICE MEMORIAL HOSULTAR. 

I am glad, Sir, to hear that you will 
view with favour, if we support it, the 
vote fur the Alice Memorial nnd Affiliated 
liuspitals; which hus heen suggested: I 
do not think it could be quite ‘fairly said 
that it is entirely a religious hospital, I 
know the work of the hospital intimately, 
and while it is based generally on the 
broad principle’ of religion because of its 
‘name and of the manner in which it came 
into being,. there is no hospital in this 
| Colony administered on broader lines, and 
no hospital that admits Chinese ‘more 
freely or perhups obtains better results. 
it is not that I advocate it in preference 
to any other hospital, but it is doirig a 
work on hebalf of the Colony which is 
worthy of all the Government can give it.
